Skepticism on 
Slated Soviets 
Cut Is ShoAvn 

WASHINOTON, Aug. 13 W) — The 
United States and ItA westem alUca 
today suspiciously welcomed the 
Soviet government's well -advertised 
decision to reduce Russian finned 
forces by U0,000 men by Dec. IS, 
American officials showed skcpU- 
cUm for two reasons: ■ - 

1. They have no wny of checking 
up on what tho Soviet^ actually do. 
In December Moscow may announce 
that tho reductions have been made 
but no ono In .the western world can 
be sure under present clrcumstiinces. 

3. There are Indications tho So- 
viets are trying to use "the arms 
reduction decision to bring pressure 
on the west to reduce Its own small- 
er forces. Tills would weaken the 
basis ot strength with which west- 
ern lenders dealt with Premier Nok- 
olal Bulitanln In the summit meet- 
ing at Geneva and which they In' 
lend 'to preserve for future negO' 
Uatlons. 

Nevertlicless many experts be- 
lieve the Russians renlly want U 
reduce their own armaments bur^ 
den. These experts think the SO' 
virt leaders will make some cuts. U 
reduce costs and free some men foi 
Bgrleulluie antl Influslry. 

Reports said western European 
capitals generally welcomed the 
Soviet announcement as a step In 
the rlcht direction. 

Russia's armed forces wero «stt- 
miited by the British forelim office 
nt 4,7S0.000 no thnt a cut of the size 
announced would leave men under 
arms at a total of more than lour 
million. The forelRii office said 
Britain hnd cut Its own armed 
forces following World war II fropi 
live million to less than 
lion. 

By way of comparison, the United 
Slnlcs forces have been steadily rC' 
duced Irom a post war peak of 3,' 
GB5.0S4 In April, 10fi2, during the 
Korean war lo 3J)30,003 on June 
30, 1055. A further reduction to' 3,- 
E50,O0O by next June 30 Is planned. 

Officials underscored that even 
a cut of more than half a million 
in Raisla's armed forces would 
make 'no real difference In the 
povier bVlnnce between tho com- 
munist and free world blocs. 

Tills conclusion Is boms out by, 
roueh esllmntes of tho total strenRth 
of those blocs, about 10 million 
men In the Russian, -satellite- and 
Red Chlnn combination compared 
to about S.400.000 In tlie Atlantic al. 
llance and the nntl-comm;inlst aa- 
tlons of Asia.

For Genetics 
Told at Meets 

GENEVA. Aug. 13 ttJl— Scientists 
rnlscd the chilling paulblllty before 
the atoms>for>peace conference here 
today that atomic radiation Already 
may be damaging the survival 
chances of future geiieratlons. 

Tliey n.ild Uiey did not know lor 
certain and thai they may not learn 
unUl "many gcncmtlons" from now 
when, by coincidence, a - human 
lather and mother with the same 
nlom-altercd Inheritance mlsht meet 
and produce a doomed child. 

A huibnnd-and-wlfe team from 
Onk RlAne. Tenn., reporting on uhat 
radiation did to the unborn offspring 
of "several thousand" mice, gave one 
of tho grim messagen in medical re- 
ports ta the cotvlerence. 

Another American. Dr. Austin M. 
Brues of tho Arganne National la- 
boratory at ChlcaRo. used the resulLi 
of such experiments on Inboralorj- 
anlmnLi to forecast the danger to 
humanity. 

It is n present danger, delegates 
said. A[oms-Ior>power may be n 
force of tlie future but already radi- 
ation Is spread by atomic piles, hos- 
pital Instruments and test explosions. 

Mrs. Llsne Russell. Oak Ridge, 
who with her husband beamed 
X-rays at mice, put It this way 
In an Interview before she addretfsod 
tlio conference: 

"The record Indicates wo allll have 
lots of worry about genetic effects 
of radiation even In Its peaceful uie." 
She added that experiments with 
human beings "naturally" would be 
the best way to find out but that 
sppean Impossible.

U.S. Officials 
Plan Nuclear 
Fuel Exports! 

GENEVA, Aug. 13 UI— The- United 
States was reported today to have 
decided to export to certain coun- 
tries atomic fuel of a grade sufficient 
to operate atomic power stations. 

This tnfonnallon came from 
highly qualified source who said 
Belgium probably would be the first 
~\Uan to get such fuel. 

Up to now the United stales has 
not shipped sny atomlo fuel abroad, 
but it had agreed to supply 37 coun- 
tries with enough 30 per cent en- 
riched uranium to opcratf one re- 
search reactor. 

Leading atomic sclcntlsU— Includ- 
ing Dr. H. J. Bhabha of India, presi- 
dent of the -current atomic confer- 
encfr— say atomic fuel rich enough 
to operate a power station Is alio of 
posslbia weapon grade. . 

The 30 ^r cent- enriched fuel, 
however. Is considered usable' only 
for research and creation ot radio 
Isotopes. 

It could not be learned to which 
other countrle* besides Belgium the 
richer, power grsde fuel would be 
sent, but they apparently will be 
only those which have closcit lies 
ot friendship with the United SUl«s. 

Even then. It was learned, the 
United SUtM will Insist on having 
Inspection rights to make sure that 
the fuel Is being used only to' operate 
power stations. 

Lewis L. Strauss, chairman of- the 
U. S. atomic energy commission, 
made It clear at a news conference 
earlier IWs week that Ihn United 
Stat«H would not send any reactors 
or-atomlo luel to any-iron curtain 
nation. 

Strauss pointed, out that under 
U. S. law It .Li forbidden to export 
nnystrsl^glc mn(«rlnl5 to littt Chins. 
Russia or any of the Soviet satellites.

It doesn't 
necessarily, .mean, hnvlns (o flee 
your homo or city— thai would de- 
pend on clrcumstancrs. 
— example, ilie homes' hit by 
-blast In Nevada In May were 
never endnnsered by fall-out. The 
wind took fall-out in opposite dl 
rrctlon, Ijttle Survival City wu 
sate rlghi. after the bUst. 

Fall-out Is radioactive atoms from 
the bomb Itself and atoms of dirt 
ind rubble sucked Into the air and 
made radioactive. Tlieic aldms float 
btf. tallinB to earth dowivwlnd from 
' blast. 

Some fall-out atoms "die" very 
soon; others last loniier, some tor 
years. The amount of rndloncllvlty 
declines rapidly. Within a few 
hours, the total radioactivity li only 
a small fraction ot Ihe amount at 
the. time the fall-out was created. 
But dauRcrous amounU can be dls- 
irlbualed over a very laree area by 
a truly bis bomb. 

Borne fall-out atoms emit X-rays. 
Others Blve oft electronx or beta 
rivi IravellnR only a short distance 
but capable of cnuslnR burns, pnr- 
iiFuiariv ii-Lhe atoms stick to the

Falt-out on your roof can send 
7C-rays down through tlie house. 
But Ihe radiation on the first floor 
K'ould be about halt that 
rootUip, Radiation reaching the 
basement would be one-tenth that 
on the root, or -outdoors.

Marshall Islandcra were sprayed 
by tall-oUt from a Pacific H-bomb 
lost .year. A number sulfered akin 
bumi which cleared up within alx 
months, medical teams report. Had 
they been Wenrlng clothing,, they 
mlRht have avoided the ikin bums 
entirely. Had they bathed- (decon- 
taminated) to wash olf the fall-out, 
they might have avoided burns en- 
tirely or to a great degree, 

Some natlvea received a fairly 
high dose (about tia roentgens) ot 
X-rsy exposure, and had some 
symptoms of radiation sickness. 
Shelters or evacuation (distance) 
would have reduced or even elim- 
inated that hnurd. 

It youTp caught In the open, pu' 
something, like a coat, over your 
head while you seek shelter, ad- 
vises one atomic expert. Moat tall- 
out atoma are dry and can be ahak- 
en nut ot clothing. Holr Is linrdcr 
to clean. If you. have oil or grease 
on your hair, you nVTght .have lo 
cut off the hair It It became con- 
taminated. ' 

Several steps for decontamina- 
tion have t»en auRcested, 

Rain, or wator from a hose, car 
waah. much of ttte tail -out from 
your root. Draln^i where the water 
collected would have to be avoided, 
Bulldoiera could clear safe pas- 
sages In cities, covering tall-out 
rith- uncontamlnaled earth-or cre- 
itlng dikes between which people 
could walk oolely. The esrthem 
dikes would absorb the radiation. 

If drinking water Is contamin- 
ated, one emergency measure tor a 
few days would be to add bits ot 
clay to a bucket of water. The clay 
would precipitate most of the tall- 
out atoms, which are usually In- 
soluble, to the bottom. Then the 



water could be boiled to Kiu genns. 

Fooda covered with wTmpt>t>V 
would be aafe to cat. If ttaa wnp- 
ping were carefully removed. LeaV 
vegeUbles would have to bo wtihad 
carefully, with perhaps >omB outor 
leaves discorded. * 

Most drugs and foodi would b* 
sate to use, once decontunluted. 
If they had been exposed to the 
Instantaneous X-myt from belnc 
near a bunt, most loodi itUl would 
be all right to eat, moet dmci atUl 
potent. Hiese X-raya, unllka fall- 
out,, don't make anything ntdlOM* 
Uve. 

No one argues that all-out Ktocnla 
ar would not be catastrophic, sot 
only In immediate casualtlei but in 
long temi genetic cffeete from tre- 
mendous amount! ot fall-out 
spreading wide and penlstlng for 
years. , 

Everyone hopes ;atomlc war wlU 
never come. But If It •hould. 
knowledge ot what to do— rather 
than ostrich -like complacewar— 
could save a huge percentage of 
lives—may be yours.

Occasionally there Is trouble even 
when Uie best possible preparnllons 
have been made. Oalns to sthwil 
for the first lime looks good to 
tlie child but once facing the situa- 
tion. It looks dlfferenu Mother Li 
not there. Strangers are everywhere. 
Tlie blc room, the rows nf chairs 
nml tables, the multitude of stranRe 
children, the noises— all unfomlUnr 
thlnRs-terrlfy some little ones, and 
Ihcy Insist upon going home. 

No child should be nlloned to go 
home from school that first day 



until he Is dismissed with his group. 
If he'crles and hla mother finally 
gives In and takes him home to 
"come tomorrow," he Is likely to cry 
tnmnrma- unri tt^ t^kii ,iny and lois 
hla whole term. Leave him to the 
tcscher and go home. He will stop 
crying and go along wlUi the other 
children very soon. 

He may vomit. Don't worry. He U 
not lU. A child can turn hla stomach 
out with ease, when he aUrU cry. 
Ing, In an effort to win his way. 

Tho teachers are used to first- 
day criers, and they will Uke care 
of this one so as to Uach him thnl 
school Is a. Rood place to be In and 
teacher Is his friend. 

If possible, tend tha beRlnner to 
school armed with his credenllnlt 
and along with an older child. He 
then will not have the emotional 
break with his mother. '
